The Horseman 


WRITER in a recent number of a 


é farm journal announces the dis 
covery of the cause of barrenness 
and abortion in mares, which, aceord 


ing to this writer, is due wholly to the 
smallness of owr pastures. 

This writer uses much space in try 
ing to explain that western mares with 
millions of acres to roam over produee 
a much larger per cent. of foals than 
do the mares of the east, where the pas 
tures are small, Of course they do, but 
the differenee in their conditions as to 
hard work, overheating, coneentrated 
foods and dangers of infeetion he has 
omitted from ais calculations, 

Then again, while it is impossible to 
get an exact per cent,, yet very eare 
ful investigations of the mares bred in 
Belgium for the years 1908 and 1909 
show that from 80 to 85 per cent. of 
them produced live foals, a higher per 
cent, than was produced in any cther 
part of the world, These mares when 
not at work run in very small pastures, 
some of which have been used to pas 
ture brood mares for more than a een- 
tury. More than this, some of these 
mares are grazed at the end of a cuain 
when not at work, and yet they are bet 
ter producers today than our own mares 
running in large and comparatively new 
pastures, 

In the Perche district of France the 
pastures will average much larger than 
in Belgium, yet the per cent, of foals 
seareely reaches 40 per cent. of the num- 
ber of mares bred, The manner of 
handling stallions in the two countries 
will explain this difference of foal pro 
duetion mueh more intelligently than 
the size of the pastures,

At present, it ap- 
pears from what our expert contempor- 
avy says, the internal combustion en 
e et the marine type has been used 
evly im submarines and in other small 
eraft. Whether it has yet been brought 
te sueb perfection as to develop the 
forty thousand horse-power that would 
be required in the great battleships 
seen te be laid down for King George’s 
fleet is problematical. A solution of 
Whe problem—-which our contemporary 
deoms practically found—brings us to 
the dawn of a new era in naval affairs. 
There are to be placed on the seas 
mokeloss squadrons of great speed, 
with no funnels to hinder fore-and-aft 
gen-Gre, and an enormous saving in 
spaee which would be devoted to saving 
ged increasing fuel and ammunition.
